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H1S Diſeaſe doth chiefly proceed from Melancholy bred by di- 
Rempers of the Stomach or Spleenz which being crude, ſtays in 
the paſſages of the Arteries and Veins, and thereby doth excite 
grievous Fermentation or Workings, from whence are ſent Vapors which 
aMi& the heart and brain, &c. from all which is cauſed malignant and 
- contagious putrelaRtion of Melancholy z and thence proceed theſe Symp. 
toms, viz. Giddineſs in the head, ſudden fluſhings, heat and reduc 
in the face and body, putrefation and Rinking of the mouth and gums, 
Toath-ach, Rlioking bucath, blackneſs and looſeneſs of the. teeth, want 
of digeſtion, much wind, and unſavory belchings: and by thick vapors 
arifing from the Hypocondria to the midriff, are occafioned obſtructions 
of reſpiration, or ſhortneſs of Breath, and firaitnels of the Breaſt, &e. The 
body is dull and heavy, and in the legs are ſpots, ſometimes red, pur- 
ple, black, or blue: There arealfo vioknt pains in the head, ſhoulders, 
arms, fingers, belly, thighs, knees, legs, ancles} feet and toes :. Whence 
ſome who have had the Pox, (though cured) do fear the return of their 
+ old malady. There are many thouſands have this Diltemper, that are 
perſwaded they have the Goxt 3 becaule ſometimes it hath the very. ſigns 
of the Gout ; which alſo is the cauſe why the Scxrvy (which by miſtake 
is judged the Goxs) is fo ſeldom cured.

Some have 
riſings on their body, as if Rung with Bees or Waſps, &c. others have 
dolors in their ſides, imitating thoſe of the Spleen. And in ſhort, it doth 
appear to a judicious eye, with and in the ſhape of moſt Diſeaſes ; as 
hath bcen (ufficiently apparent, not onely to my (elf, but alſo to ſeveral o- 
therexperienced Phyſitians, who with me, have traced this Diſeaſe; and 
made cxaQ inſpeQion into its variable drefſes, for many years together.

The Canſes, Signs, and Effells of the Virgin or Maiden Diſeaſe, called 
the White-Fcaver or Green-facknels. 

HE main cauſe of this Diſeaſe is from obſtructions or ſtoppage 3 

and the cauſe of ſuch ob(traQtions, &c. are evil, thick and clammy 
humors, which choak and flop the paſſage in the Veſſels, and (ſpoil the 
making and paſſage of the Blood, &e. and theſe proceed from bad Diet 3 
ascating of raw wheat, oatmeal, much (alt, aſhes, clay, chalk, &e. drink- 
ing of much vinegar, or much cold water ; from tvo much or too little 
ſleep, cating much raw fruit, fitting too long at Work, Melancholy, vio- 
kent Exerciſe, great heats'or Colds, &c.
